FIFTH CAR TIEUP 
IN CITY'S HISTORY 


While this is Chicago's “fifth car 
car strike it ts only the third one of 
real proportions that has hit the city. 

‘Away back in 1887 there whs a 
strike of horse car employés against 
the Yerkes regime. And in 1903 there 
was a strike of employés of the Chi- 
cago City Railway Co., but that affect- 
ed only the south side. 

The traction ordinances of 1907 were 
supplemented by the merger ordinances 
pods 913 and in 1915 came the first 

which really paralyzed the city’s 
2 transportation. That was a strike 
for higher wages. The scale at. that 
time ranged frem 23 to 32 cents an 
hour and the men * * a 33-36 
cent scale, 

Technically strike began at 12:01 
a. m. on Juné 14 and continue until 
noon of June 16—a period of two and 
one-half days, during which not a car 
was operated. They were put back in 
service when, after an eighteen-hour 
session in Mayor Thompson's office, 
the management and the union. lead- 
ers agreed to, arbitration with Mayor 
Thompson as the arbiter. This result- 
ed in the men winning almost all their 
demands. 

Chicago’s second big strike began on 
the morning of July 29, 1919, and con- 
tinued four days, the first car after 
the settlement being run out of the 
barns at 56 a. m. on Aug. 2. This dis- 
agreement was terminated when the 
men voted—by a plurality of 38¢ votes 
to accept. the compromise 65-67 eent 
scale proposed by Gov. Frank O. Low- 
den. The maximum at the time of the 
strike had been 48 cents an hour and 
the men demanded 85 cents. 

In 1920 the street car lines were tied 
up for a day, but it was not by the car 
crews.
